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BACKGROUND 


The Bloomfield Board of Education received a "Master Plan for Education- 
al Facilities" in the fall of 1978. By action of the Board, an ad hoc Citizens' 
Advisory Committee was appointed for the purposes of reviewing and making recom- 
mendations of the Citizens' Advisory Committee was to close Brookside School 
during the summer of 1979. The Board of Education, acting on the Committee 
recommendation, voted to close Brookside School after June 30, 1979. 


The Board of Education was precluded from considering any disposition 
or utilization of Brookside School until November 1979, when pending litiga- 
tion was resolved in favor of the Board. 


CHARGE TO THE COMMITTEE 


This special Committee of the Board of Education was formed in Decem- 
ber 1979. It was charged with considering recommendations for future actions 
by the Board concerning the Master Plan and utilization of school space on a 
long-term basis. The Committee was further charged with making recommendations 
on the disposition or utilization of the Brookside School property within the 
context of the "Master Plan for Educational Facilities." 


The Committee decided initially to focus its attention on the utiliza- 


tion of Brookside School. 


ALTERNATIVES 


The following alternatives for the future use of this property were 
developed: 


in 
a. To continue the building/service for local 
school district educational purposes. 
b. To return the building to public use. 


C. To retain the building and lease it. 


d. To sell the building outright.

The first action of the Committee was to determine that the Brook- 
side building was no longer needed for educational purposes by the Bloom- 
field Board of Education. 


PRIORITIES 


The following priorities were then developed by this Committee for 
the utilization of the Brookside School building: 


FIRST PRIORITY -Return the building to public use 
for the benefit of the community. 


FALLBACK POSITION -Retain the building and operate it 
as a landlord. 


The Committee held a series of meetings; real estate consultants 
were utilized, interested parites were interviewed, the Mayor and Town 
Council were contaeted and consideration was given to the following: 
EXISTING CONDITIONS 


l. Zoning restrictions 


2. Condition of the real estate market, including high 
interest rates. 


3. Need to protect the property from deterioration. 
4. Public need. 
Therefore, the Committee suggests to the Board that the primary long- 


term goal for the use of Brookside School should be to return the building to 
an appropriate public use. 


RECOMMENDATION 


In consideration of the above conditions, the Committee submits to 
the Board of Education the following recommendations for immediate action: 


l. The Board adopt a resolution declaring that the Brookside 
School property is no longer needed for school purposes. 


2. The Board actively pursue the leasing of the Brookside 
School property to another educational organization on an 


interim basis. 


A lease of the Brookside School facility to an appropriate educational 
group would provide the following advantages: 


l. A useful need would be served. 
2. The building would be occupied and heated. 


3. Income would be derived from such a lease. 
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This action would leave for future consideration, the original 
priorities set by the Committee to have the Brookside facility used for 
public purposes. 


The Committee will continue to consider the broader aspects of the 
"Master Plan for Educational Facilities." 


Further, the Committee suggests that because the timing of the Board 
action could be very important to the success of this venture; that the 
knowledge and input of the public is important and desirable in the con- 
templation of Board action; a public meeting should be held as soon as possible 
for the purpose of exchanging information and to clarify issues inherent in 
this report. 


April 7, 1980 
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President Valentovic expressed his appreciation to Mrs. Taffet, to Mr. La- 
richa, to Mr. Greene and to staff members who participated in the Brookside 
School study.

Dr. Nicholas Celso reviewed for the Board the Evaluation and Classifi- 
cation of Schools and District Analysis of the Minimum Basic Skills Test Data 
Three Year Review. He explained that the State Department of Education has 
analized the district's Minimum Basic Skills test results for the years 1978, 
1979, and 1980. This analysis has been for each individual school in the 
district as well as for the district as a whole. Based on the results of the 
analyses the State Department will be classifying each school in the district 
as either approved with commendation, approved on an interim basis with recom- 
mendations, or as approval pending. The criterion used in determining which of 
the classifications is appropriate regarding basic skills achievement is based 
upon a nine cell grid which shows whether a school has scored in the high, 
moderate, or low range and whether such score has declined, remained stable, 
or improved over the three year period. Dr. Celso indicated that in every 
instance Bloomfield Schools have scored in either the high and improved, high 
and stable, or moderate and improving cells and therefore, would likely receive 
three years approval with commendation. Each Board member received copies of 
the actual State Department analysis for each school building and copies of 
said documents were made available for public review and discussion. 
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Superintendent Morris reported that the Master Plan for Educational 
Facilities of the Bloomfield Public Schools has been approved by the New 
Jersey State Bureau of Facility Planning Services for a five year period.

FINAL REPORT TO THE BOARD OF EDUCATION 
by the 
SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON UTILIZATION OF SCHOOL FACILITIES 


CHARGE TO THE COMMITTEE 


This Special Committee of the Board of Education was appointed in 
December, 1979. It was charged with considering recommendations for future 
actions by the Board concerning the Master Plan and utilization of school 
space on a long-term basis. The Committee was further charged with making 
recommendations on the disposition or utilization of the Brookside School 
property within the context of the Master Plan for Educational Facilities. 


Since the Board, upon recommendation of the Citizens Advisory Committee, 
voted to close Brookside School at the end of the 1978-1979 school year, and 
since the building has been vacant for one year, the Committee decided initially 
to focus its attention on the utilization of Brookside School. 


On April 7, 1980, the Committee fulfilled that part of its charge dealing || 
with the specific recommendation on the utilization of the Brookside School t 
in its initial report, appended hereto, in the following manner: 


"The Sub-Committee for the Bloomfield Board of Education submits to 
the Board the following recommendations for immediate action. 


l. The Board adopt a resolution declaring that the Brookside 
School property is no longer needed for school purposes. 


2. The Board actively pursue the leasing of the Brookside 


School property to another educational organization on an 
interim basis." 


These recommendations would serve several purposes. 
l. The building would be occupied thus reducing deterioration. 


2. By leasing the building to an educational organization, the 
building would still be available to the Bloomfield School 
District as a school facility should such need arise. If the 
facility were not used for educational purposes, then under 
the current state building code for schools, it could not 
be used as a school facility without major renovation and 


alteration since it would not meet the current state code for 
new school facilities. 
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Since the Committee's first priority was to recommend that 

the town utilize the building for public use for the bene- 

fit of the community, and since the municipality was financially 
unable to do so at this time, additional time would be pro- 

vided for the Board to consider final disposition of the facility. 


The Committee decided that any final disposition should involve 
input from the Community. 


The recommendations in the initial report were decided upon as an interim 
solution to an immediate problem; namely, the vacancy of the facility and the 


fact that time was of the essence if the facility was to be occupied for the 
1980-1981 school year. 


The Board, acting on the Committee's recommendation, negotiated a lease 


with the Essex County Educational Services Commission for a period of up to 
two years. 


Regarding the initial charge to consider recommendations for future 


actions by the Board concerning the Master Plan and utilization of school 
Space on a long-term basis: 


The Committee does not foresee at this time a need for a change in the 


organization of the school system or the utilization of school space prior to 
the 1982-1983 school year. 


The Committee recognizes however, that if the Master Plan for Educational 
Facilities projected statistics for declining enrollment continues to be valid, 
a further reorganization of the school system needs to be considered. 


The Committee also recognizes that community input is both desirable and 
helpful to the Board of Education in its deliberations. Further, the Committee 
feels that advance planning over a two year timetable, allowing time for a year 


of investigation and discussion and a year of preparation, is the key to smooth 
transition. 


In its initial report, the Special Committee stated that the recommendation 
to lease the Brookside School facility to an appropriate educational group would 
leave for future consideration, the original priorities set by the Committee to 
have the Brookside facility used for public purposes. This is still the Committee's 


first priority and underscores the recommendations to the Board in this final 
report. 


The Special Committee on Utilization of School Facilities therefore makes 
the following recommendations to the Bloomfield Board of Education: 


l. That the Board of Education involve an advisory group to further 
review the Master Plan of Educational Facilities prepared by the 
educational consulting firm of Engelhardt and Engelhardt, Inc. 


2. That by mid-November, 1980, the Board of Education charge this 
advisory group with the responsibility of proposing recommenda- 
tions for future actions by the Board of Education concerning 


the Master Plan as it relates to school facilities on a long- 
term basis. 


That this advisory group be composed of Bloomfield citizens 


representing a broad spectrum of the public with an interest 
in the Bloomfield Schools. 


4. That no member of the Board of Education serve as a member of 
such advisory group. 

2. That a member of the public be appointed by the President of 
the Board of Education to serve as chairperson of the advisory 
group.

That this advisory group report their recommendations to the 
Board of Education by October 1, 1981.

The superintendent reported receipt of a preliminary letter indicating 
approval of the funding for our Career Education Infusion Program which was 


submitted last spring and that the potential grant money would be up to 
$30,000. 


Superintendent Morris reviewed a report on RACIAL ETHNIC STUDENT ENROLL- 
MENT BY SCHOOLS, September 1977-September 1978 and September 1979 with the 
Board and with the public present. The Superintendent explained that a letter 
had been received from the State Department of Education asking the Board 
to review minority imbalance at two schools; namely, Forest Glen and Demarest, 
to see what could be done to reduce this imbalance. The State has requested 
that a procedure be developed by December 31, 1980 to reduce the minority 
imbalance for the school year 1981-1982.

A second outline entitled NEED FOR A SECOND CITIZENS ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
was studied by the Board and reviewed by the Superintendent. It contained 
background information, twelve (12) recommendations of the original citizens 
advisory committee and the names and organizations represented by the members 
of the original citizens advisory committee. It also contained a section 
entitled COMPOSITION OF THE RECOMMENDED CITIZENS ADVISORY COMMITTEE and a 
suggested charge to the committee.

Since these meals will have 
to be served from the bulk carrier, the Commission will assume 


the responsibility for meeting the Type A requirements when they 
serve the meals.

The ECESC will reimburse the Board at the close of the school 
year for its proportionate share of the subsidy which the Board 
of Education pays over to operate the School Lunch Program. 

This share will be established by dividing the subsidy which the 
Board pays to the School Lunch Program by the number of Type A 
meals served in our total program to arrive at a per meal cost 
of this subsidy. This per meal cost will then be multiplied 

by the number of meals provided to ECESC to arrive at a dollar 
amount share which they will have to reimburse to the Board. 


ECESC will pay to the Board at the end of the year, its pro 

rata share of the cost of the delivery of these lunches. This 
cost will be established based upon the actual time which is 
devoted to delivery of the food to Essex Academy and then pick- 
ing up the container after lunch. Mr. Sutton has estimated that 


the time required for this daily delivery will not exceed one 
man hour. 


ECESC will provide the necessary container for the transportation 
and storage of this Type A lunch to Essex Academy. Based upon in- 
formation which I received today, it appears that the Child Nutri- 
tion Program of the State of New Jersey will provide one Volrath 
Container to the Commission at no cost to start this program. 
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President Taffet stressed that the Board will be reimbursed all costs in 
connection with this agreement.

EMERGENCY COMMITTEE REPORT 


The sole purpose of the Emergency Committee Report is to establish a 
procedure which, in the event an emergency situation of any kind 
should again arise, the Home and School Council would be prepared to 
take immediate, specific and effective measures to assure the safety, 
well being and best interest of our children are being served. 





The Emergency Committee urges the immediate ratification and adoption 
of these two resolutions in their entirety as part of the Home and 
School Council Constitution: 


l. In the event any unannounced activity would leave the schools with 
inadequate adult supervision, the Home and School Council, when 
asked by the Superintendent of Schools, will urge parents to enter 
schools and assist in any non-teaching function which would assure 
that the safety, well being and best interest of the children are 
being served as well as can be expected. 


2. To authorize the President of the Home and School Council to 
commission an Emergency Committee within the following framework: 


a. The Emergency Committee would be commissioned on an annual 
basis by the President of the Home and School Council. He 
would serve as Chairman of the Committee until such time 
as it is convened. Committee members will select a Chairman 
at an organizational meeting to be held no later than 30 days 

k after the opening of school. 


b. The Emergency Committee will consist of two members from 
each school, one of whom will be the local school President, 
the President of the Home and School Council, Two members 
of the Bloomfield Education Association, a member of the ef 
Bloomfield Board of Education, the Superintendent of Schools 
or his Designee. 


c. The role of the Emergency Committee will be that of the 
inquisitor and disseminator. It will endeavor to factualize, 
substantiate and/or disprove any rumor, allegation or 
activity which may be creating unnecessary alarm or fear 
in the community. 


d. The Emergency Committee will utilize whatever reasonable 
means are necessary to accomplish this goal. The 
collected information will then be made available to all 
requesting it. 


e. The dissemination of information will take place at 
the local school level. A phone squad consisting of the 
two Emergency Committee members and the local Home and 
School officers will be established. The two Emergency 
Committee members will inform the local Home and School 
officers and the local teacher representative of any 
findings the Committee has made. Classroom mothers would 
make available to all parents, the names and phone numbers 
of the proper individuals to call to get factual information. 
Teachers, at individual schools, would also be able to 
discuss any information with their local Home and School 
teacher representative and their representative at the 
Emergency Committee.

TRANSPORTATION 


The Board recognizes that transportation for some district students to and 
from school is required for the promotion of education by convenient access, the 
safeguarding of children and the partial equalization of inequities among students 
which may have been caused by the placement of school facilities. 


The Board shall contract for school bus services for the transportation of 
students from home to school and from school to home at the beginning and ending 
of the school day, and for the transportation of student athletic teams. 


The Board shall provide transportation to district students in grades K-12 
who live 2 miles or more from their school of attendance. The Board will trans- 
port hanidcapped children so certified by the Child Study Team and will also 
transport pupils temporarily handicapped upon certification of a physician. In 
addition to students enrolled in the schools of this district, the Board shall 
pay transportation aid for resident non-public school students attending schools 
in New Jersey no more than 20 miles from their residence, but not a lesser dis- 
tance from their residence than that required for transportation of public school 


children in conformance to the rules and regulations of the State Board of Educa- 
tion. 


Transportation of eligible students shall be provided, at the discretion of 
the Board, by Board-operated bus service or, where such service is not provided 
by the Board, by payment of public transportation costs incurred by the student. 


In the event of a dispute regarding distance from home to school, the Board 


shall measure the distance by means of an odometer traveling the shortest possible 
distance over public thoroughfares.
